yet we have reafon to believe that they are in fome 
meafure fenfible of it, and breathing after deliver- 


ance from it. | 


We have fpent much of our time in folemn prayer 


to God, for the churches of Chrift and for this na- 


tion. The low ftate of religion in general, the neg- 
le&t of good order and difcipline in the churches, 
with the confequences which will ever attend fuch 
condué ; the pride, luxury, and infidelity, intempe- 
rance, uncleannefs, gathbling, and irreligion, which, 
to fuch a fhameful degree have overfpread the land; 
together, with the dangerous ftate of the nation; 
when after a bloody und expenfive, but hitherto un- 
fuccefsful attempt, to reduce the revolted colonies. 
we are to all appearance juft entering upon a fo- 
reign war, and even daily afraid that our infidious 
and common enemy will invade our coafts: Thefe 
things, dear brethren, have been affeéting to us, 
ahd are, or at leaft ought to be, alarming to every 
Englifhman, to every Chrifltian, and efpecially to 
every Protéftait Diflenter. It is our prayer to God 
that the nation in general, and you in particular, 
may be fuitably affe&ted abomt thefe things. And 
we beg leave upon this occafion to exhort you in the 
Lord ;—to keep yourfelvés uzi/potted from the world* , 
by fhunning its vices, and purging yourfelves from 
all paft defilements by it. ‘To preferve good order 
and difcipline in the houfe of God, to walk in love, 
and be at peace among yourfelves:—to pay a due 
regard to religious order in your own houfes, and 
by no means negleé& the worfhip of God there.— 
And furthermore, we befeech you brethren, to lift 
up your hearts and hands to God for your country : 
Pray that God would be pleafed to fpare it, and 
poor down a fpirit of repentance upon it: That he 
“ould unite the hearts of men in the common cane,

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and purge the land from bribery and corruption ‘-— 
That his Majefty King George, our rightful Sove- 


feign, and his illuftrious family, may be preferved 
from all their enemies, whether fecret or open, and 


Jong continue to be the faithful guardians of Britifh 


and religious liberty :—That his counfellors may bé 
men of uprightnefs and real integrity, may. be guided” 
into fuch meafures as will be for the welfare of thé 
whole empire, and be preferved from weaknefs and 
infatuation in all their cOunfels :———And laftly, that 
God in his great mercy would fave the nation from 
her fins, from Popifh and pernicious doétrines, and 
other deftruétive herefies; and from all that evil, 
moral or penal, which we éither féelor 
_ As a mean, under the bleffing of God, to promote 
thefe defirable ends fo far as our influence teaches, 
we have agreed upon it, and as fuch recominend it 
unto you, that thé feyeral churches in this connec- 
tion, do humble themfelves before God, in the fo- 
lemn duties of fafting and prayer, on Saturday the 
i8th day of July, on Saturday the 17th dayof Od&o- 
ber in the prefent year, and on Saturday the 6th 
day of February in the enfuing year: And fit fhould 
be found inconvenient for fome of the churches in 
this conneétion to obférve the Saturday, we advife 


_ them to affemble for the above purpofes on that day 


in the fame week which beft anfwers their conve- 
nience. And moreover, if a public faft fhould be 
appointed within a month of either of the latter days, 
we advife that fuch a day may be obferved initead of 
the day above appointed. But if in cafe a public 
faft fhould be appointed, and not within a month of 
any of the above days; then we advite that both iv 
and the above days be duly obferved. © ies.

prefent epiltle, and recommend them unto your fe- 
rious confideration. 


Of th SIN of ADAM. 


What I purpofe to fay upon this fubjeé, fhall be ar- 
under the three following queries : 
‘What was ~ fin of Adam threatned with, and 
deleriias a3 . How far were all mankind con- 
cerned init wa What are they obnoxious to, and 
do they for it? I anfwer; 
First, the fin of Adam, (i. e.) his fin in eating 
of the forbidden fruit, was threatned with death, 
moral, corporeal, and eternal. ‘his threatning 1s 
contained i in Gen. i. 17. which in the original differs 
in fome refpeéts from the vulgar Englifh tranflation, 
thongh the fenfe is much the fame. | The words li- 
terally tead thus: ‘ But from the tree of knowledge 
of good and evil, thon fhalt not eat from him ; for 
in the day of thy eating from him dying thou foalt 
die*.’” Death in fcriptute, j is a very comprehenfive 
phrafe. It denotes the moral darknefs of the mind, 
or that privation of moral good, and the reign of 
moral evil which is common to men before regenera- 
tion by the grace of God, Eph. iu. 1.—It is expref-

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five of afflictions of body and mind of all kinds what- 
foever. Exod. x. 17. Jer xvi. 4. 2 Cor. i. Io. 


iv. 12. xi. 2g. Lukei..79.—It is frequently ufed 
to exprefs the feparation of foul and body, or the dif- 


folution of the corporeal frame of man, Heb. ix. 27. 
Pfalm Ixxxix. 48.—And finally, it denotes eternal 


death, or the feparation of foul and body from the 


prefence and fellowthip of God, under his wrath and 
jut difpleafure, Rom. vi. ult. Rev. xx. 6, 14.—All 
thefedeathsare the fruits and effeétsof fin. God never 
did, nor never will inflict any of them upon his rational 
creatures that are not chargeable with fin. And if fo, 
is it not moft reafonable to conclude, that the divine 
lawgiver would, and did, in the original fanction of the 
law, exprefs all that penal evil, that is in any wife the 
fruits and effeéts of fin? And does not this word 
death, with a fingular propriety include them all? 
And is it not ufed by the Holy Ghoft to point forth 
thefe ditterent deaths, all which are the effeés of fin 
in various places? ‘The death of the body, is on all 
fides allowed to be included in this threatning: but 


with what propriety-can we conceive this to be in- 


flicted upon man, as the fruit of fin, and effeé of di- 
vine difpleafure, and not confider him as obnoxious to 
the eontinuance of his difpleafure, ‘tho’ not under the 
fame mode ofpunifhment , which is nothing lefsthanan 
obnoxioufnefs unto erernaldeath?: In fhort, itis very evi- 
dent unto me, that either eternal death was threatned 
in the original fanétion of the law, or otherwife the 
Almighty never fignified to his creatures, that he 
would punifh any fin with it, until after fin was com- 
mitted. But does fuch an extravagant conclufion 
comport with the wifdom, juftice, and goodnefs of 
that God which the {fcriptures reveal ? 

Again: Was not the malediétion in Gen. iii. a juft 
expofition of the commination contained ia chap. ii. 
17? Certainly it was. Here then is acurfe upon the 

A 3 ferpent, 
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ferpent, Gen. iii. 14. A curfe upon the ground, v. 
17. The pains and forrows of child-bearing upon 
the woman, v. 16. Toil, fweat, Jabour and death, © 
"upon man, v. 17, 18, 19. And the threatnings of 
eternal death was fufpended only upon the interpofi- — 
tion of the woman’s feed, v.15. We muft therefore 
maintain, either that more than corporeal death is in- 
cluded i Gen. ii. 17. even moral, corporeal, 


- and eternal: or otherwife maintain a moft extra. 


vagant, monftrous abfurdity, even that in the maledic- 
tion, God exceeded what he faid in the commina- 
tion. Other alternative I fee none. 

Again: That that act of Adam in eating from the 
interdiéted tree, was a fin, is agreed on both fides : 
And how great a crime that was, we cannot fay. If 
we confider the happy {tate he enjoyed—the bound- 
lefs, furrounding favours he was blefl¢d with by his 
_ereator—the great obligations he was under to keep 
his law—the ability he had for it~-and the confe- 
quences he knew, and was advertifed, would attend 
it; I fay, if we confider thefe things, his crime ap- 
pears none f the fmalleft. Befide, 1 think irill 
becomes us t0 fay, how little or great any fin is, or 
what itis not deferving of until we know what it is to 
be God. Now the apoftle plainly afferts that the 
wages of fin is death,” (i. e.) cternal, called the 
fecond death,”” in Rev. xx. as. is manifeft from its 
antithefis, eternal life,’ in the next claufe. 
I think it cannot be foberly. denied, that all and every 
fin is deferving of this death. If there be any fins 
exempted from it, where are they excepted? by 
whom? and of what nature are they? I frankly con- 
fefs I am, and expeé for ever to rémain ignorant, 
ef thefe things. From this paflage then I conclude, 
that the fin of Adam was threatned with, and de- 
ferying of eternal death. | | | | 

| The 
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and eternal death: | 


The whole of what has been faid, may be throws 
inte three regular fyllogifims, thus : 


I. 
Death, moral, civil or external, bodily and eternal, 


is declared i in the word of God toa be the penal fruits 


and effeéts of fin, and has been and will be inflicted on — 


many of the fons of men accordingly : ; 
But the fin of Adam was threatned with death, ana 


his offspring die alla moral and corporeal death, and 


many of them an eternal one: 
Therefore that death threatned for Adam’s fin, in- 


cluded a moral, civil, corporeal, and an eternal one. 


SyLtLocism II, 


The Almighty, in his malediétion for fin, never ex” 
ceeds his commination againft fin : | 

But ia his malediétion “for the fin of Adam, there 
are plain and evident traces of moral, bodily, civil,

moral, corporeal, civil, and eternal death,

Sin, all fin whatfoever, is threatned with, deferv- 
ing of, and juftly punithable with eternal death : 

But that a& of Adam in eating from the interdiéed 
tree, Was a fin, a a tranfgreflion of the law of 
God : 

Therefore that ag of Adam was threatned with, | 
and is juftly punifhable with eternal death. | 

TYhefe three arguments, I prefume, will appear 
ftrong and conclufive, to the unprejudiced, candid 
enquirer after truth: And though each of them, I 
think, has ftrength enough i in itfelf, yet the three ta- 
ken rogether, like the parts of an arch, will adc 
irength tothe whole; and, like Solomon’ s threcfoid | 
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‘cord, forma chain of reafoning, that will not eafily 


be broken. I fhall therefore conclude from hence, 
that the fin of Adam was threatned with eternal death. 

SeconDLy, I come to demonftrate in the next 
place, how far all mankind are chargeable with A- 
dam’s fin, or to what extent they have | a fhare in it. 


And, 
I. The fin of Adam is imputed unto them, or 


charged upon them. This is clearly expreffed in Rom. 


v. 12,19. Here obferve—1, That the perfons intend- 
ed areall mankind. ‘ Death paffed upon all men— 
for that, or in whom all have finned.” Thefe are all the 
individuals that have defcended, or ever will {pring 
from the leins of Adam, even infants not excepted 
*¢ who have not finned after the fimilitude of Adam’s 


tranfgrefhon,’”? v.14. Thefe are called many, in v.19. 


being oppofed to the many that are faved by Chritt. 
The word denotes the whole collective body of fin- 
ners and of faints. So it is ufed in Dan. xii. 2. 
2. They are charged with Adam’s fin upon the foun- 
dation of his being a federal head unto them,and their 
proper reprefentative. ‘Thetaw given to Adam, Gen. 
li. 17. is in the form of a covenant. There is a 
threatning in cafe of difobedience, and a promife of 
life implied in cafe of obedience ; and thefe formall 

conftitutea covenant. The apoftle’s difcourfe, Rom. 
v. 12, ult. plainly fhews that‘Adam wasa federal head 
to his natural feed, even as Chrift is a head to all his 
fpiritual feed. Soin Gen.i. 26, all mankind are in- 


cluded in Adam. ‘The fame may be faid of v. 28. 


ch. 1. 16, 18, 24. il. 16, 19. For certainly domi- 
nion over the creatures—procreation of children-—— 
the ufe of food—and the law of marriage, concerned 
all the offspring of Adam as wellas himfelf. And the 
forrows of women and their pains in child-bearing— 
the laborious toil in earning our bread—and return- 
ing to the duft, are but tog certainly found to concern 


all 
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ail men and women, as well as Adam and Eve. Thefe 
things prove that Adam was fpoken unto and dealt 
with before his fall, and in the malediétion for it, as 
the federal head and reprefentative of his pofterity ; 
and that he, asa public head, reprefented them all._— 
3. The finof Adam, which alone did and could afeé 
his feed, was therefore that very. fin of eating the for- 
bidden fruit. This ts called /:n, tran/ereffion, offence, 
or fall, and difobedience, Rom. Vv, 12, 14, 15, 16,17, 


18,19. Before, and in the commiflion of this fin, he © 


reprefented them, but not after; for by this one aé 
he tranfgrefled the covenant, Hof. vi. 7*, and fo 


ceafed to be their reprefentative any longer.—4. This | 


act is made theirs by imputation. ‘* Yoras by one 
man’s difobedience #any were made finners.’’ 
That is they are made fo by imputation, or con/titu- 
ted fo judicially, asthe original word 
nifies. And thatthis is the fenfe of the place, is 
very obvious from this confideration; that in the 
fame manner in which men are made righteous by 
the obedience of Chriit, they are made finners by the 
difobedience of Adam. The former is by imputa- 
tion, 2 Cor. v. ult. the latter is therefore by it too. 
l'urthermore, by this one individual fin, death enter- 
ed the world, and reigned over ail men, infants not 
excepted, and therefore we may certainly conclude 
that it is imputed unto them; otherwile, how can we 
jultify the Almighty in inflicting death upon them for 
that fin, ifthey be not chargeable with it, and guilty 
on account of it? Rom. v. 12. 

Il. All mankind receive a corrupt nature from 
Adam in the ordinary courfe of generation. Adam 
became dark, unholy, and impure by the fall; and 
although he was converted before he begat any chil- 
dren, yet his grace could notaifeét them in their 

gene-

pajfed over she ve hemuah ce Alam Aberu berith. 
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He therefore “* begat a-fon (as all his 
‘other children were begotten) in his own likenefs,”’ 
Gen. y. 3. For that which is of the flefh is ficth, 
John 1.6. Rom. ui. 9. Job xiv. 4. Gen.vi. 5, 
Jer. xvii. g. Mat. xv. 1g. Pfal. li. 5. This cor- 
ruption, fome not being willing to afcribe to the true 
caufé; have denied altogether. However it appears 
‘to me a matter too felf-evident to difpute about ; and 
all attempts to hide and conceal it are only fo many 
glaring proofs of the reality of it. From thefe 
{criptures in this point of view, I therefore con- 
clude, 

That the fin of Adami is imputed unto and charged 
. upon all.mankind ; and that in confequence thereof 


_ they all receive a corrupt nature from him by ordi- 


nary generation, which inclings to nothing but fin 


and folly. 


The nextthing to the confidered 


-- mankind fuffer by and are obnoxious unto, for, or 


on account of the fin of Adam. This is very eafy 
to conclude from what has been already advanced ; 
for if they are charged with that fin, as has been 
proven, then of courfe it follows that they are ob- 
noxious to all the penalty of the threatening. 
It is allowed that they fuffer bodily death on account 


-ofit: That they futfer much in external things, as 


well as in the moral {tate of their minds, the fcrip- 


tures and daily expericnce fufficiently teftify. The’ 
only thing in difpute is, whether or not they are ob- 
noxious unto eternal death on this account. This J 
will venture to affirm they are ; and J confirm my 
affertion thus : | 

The fin of Adam was threatened with eternal 
death. 
Bur all mankind are charged with and guilty of 
shat fin : 

Therefore all mankind are obnoxions to eternal 
Geath for the fin of | The’ 
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‘The premifes have been proven; and therefore 
rhe conclufion is juft and cannot be overthrown, un-— 


iefs they be fet afide. 

But were there any further occafion to illuftrate 
and confirm this point, it might be done from Eph. 
ji. 3. Here the Apoftle having aflerted the wicked 
courfe of life in which they had lived before their 


converfion to God, declares rhat they were children 


of wrath by nature, even as others. Children of 
wrafh (perhaps an hebraifm)*exprefles their being 
liable to, worthy of, and really expofed to the wrath or 
difpleafure of God. Thus in 2 Sam. xi. §. that fon 
of death || means one deferving of it, and which, as 
we render it, David meant, fhould certainly die. 


Now this they were expofed unto, not for their fin- 


ful praétices only, but alfo for the guilt and depravi- 
ty they were chargeable with by nature ?vew® by birth, 


or, as they came into the world. I am firmly per: 


fuaded that no words can more fully exprefs an. ob- 
noxiouinefs unto the wrath of God, or eternal death, 
than thefe do. Believing the point fufficiently pro- 
ven, I fhall gather up my thoughts into this one PP 
pofition, viz. 

That all mankind are charged with aa fhare in 


the fin of Adam in eating from the interdiéed tree ;. 
and for that as well as their own perfonal imuqniti¢s, 


aye jultly obnoxious to eternal death. 


I fay obnoxious to eternal death; for though all are 
obnoxious to eternal death for this fin, yet we do not | 


know, as yet, that ever any did, or ever will fuffer 


eternal death for this fin alone. How God. difpofes | 
of thofe who die before they commit actual fin, is’ to - 


us afecret, and foit oughtto be. I know nothing to 


the

2. where ben haccoth a fon of beating ——is rendered—worthy to te 

‘he Dat. fing of Guess which is from te fe born. So ow 


word Nats re is trom the Latin Natura, which is from Naffp

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the contrary but that they may-be all faved : but then 
itcan only be by the Saviour’ s grace. And as for 
thofe who have committed a¢tual fins, fhall, if they die 
impenitently, be accordingly punithed for them. For 
though Adam’s fin, and the fin of unbelief be damning 
fins, yet not alone fo ; every fin, whether of thought, 
word, or deed, is the fame, and therefore every 
wicked word, work, and thought fhall be brought 
into judamept And punifament will be juftly pro- 
portioned, though not as to duration, yet as to rigour, 
unto the-nature and number of fins which men fhall be 
found guilty of. Shall not the judge of all the earth 
do right? 

The great importance of a {criptural idea of this 
doérine will appear to every ferious mind. Our 


ideas of the great work of the Son of God in the re- 
~demption of finners, is clofely conneéted with it. 
Without {pending any time at prefent in pointing forth 
the influence of it, I conclude with my hearty prayers 


to God, that thefe.obfervations ma y prove amean to 


humble the heart, convince of fin, fhew the need 


of theSaviour, fata promote confidence in, and love 
to him, in all into whofe hands they may come.
